RELIGIOUS CONDITION OF FRANCE, 


In the Baptist Magazine for September we find 
some interesting notices of the spiritual state of the 


French people from the pen of the Rev. Professor 
| Chase, of the Newton Theologi 


sal Institution. Prof. 
Chase it will be recollected, visited France, during 
the last year, at the instance of the American Bap- 
tist Board of Foreign Missions, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the expediency of establishiug a mis-

spent several years in this country as a teacher and 
preacher. 
Protestants 1N France. 
The Protestants of the two confessions (the Ge- 
neva and the Augsburgh) that is, the Calvinists 


and the Lutherans, are recognized by the govern- 


ment; and their ministers, as well as the Papal 
priests, receive a salary from the national treasury. 
Either the one or the other of those two contessions 
may be adopted; but neither of them must be varied 
atall, without the approbation of the civil authority 

‘The ministers are required, at least for the most 
part, to be educated in France, either at Montaban 
or at Strasburg. The dominant influence of the 
Theological Faculty at each of these places is un- 
derstood to be, and tor many years to have been lati- 
tudinarian, and far from the seriptural standard 

Under this influence most of the pastors lave been 
trained. Andthe churches, from the nature of their 
organization, and from their connexion with the civil 
vovernment, exbibit too often the sad characteristics 
of all national churches. 

At the same time, there is a considerable and in- 
creasing party that auswers to the Evangelical in 
the English Establishment, and very nearly to the 
‘Orthodox’ in the congregational churches of Mas- 
sachusetts, before the late separation. ‘The party is 
not large; but it endeavors to make up in diligence 
What it wants in numbers. Atleast two or three 
able and worthy men are specially occupied in 
spreading its influence, Persons of this class have 
been the projectors or the prominent supporters of 
mostot the societies in the capital of France, in- 
tended to eall forth the Christian efforts of Protes- 
tants. ‘They have a school in which eight hundred 
children are instructed. They bave a Protestant 
bookstore. "Phey bave brought inte circulation 
seversl good religious books, and a tew for the use 
of children. ‘They are now publishing, in French, 
Scots Commentary on the Bible, and Milner’s 
Chureh History. They also publish the periodical 
entitled .Trehives of Christianity (Archives du Chirist 
innisme, and areligious paper, The Sower; (Le Se- 
meur;) while their ingenious opponents publish 
another religious paper, entitled The Protestant. 
They sustain a small but’ very efficient: missionary 
School at Paris, under the direction of a most wor- 
thy minister, who also edits a Missionary Maga- 
zine; and they have planted a promising mission in 
the interior of Africa, Re specting another matter, 
too they have at leastin one istance, seta laudable 
and politic example; they have recently been build- 
ing up achureh on the principle of its supporting 
the ministry of the gospel without a salary from the 
ment. And they are vigilantly striving to

Frexcu Baptist Cucercnes.

Others after the Protestant Refor- 
mation, it is easy to believe, became connected and 
th amalgamated with neighboring Protestant 
pedobaptist. churches that enjoyed an able and ac- 
tive ministry. ‘The rest seem to have thought it ex- 
pedient and right to yield an external conformity to 
the Roman Catholic church, and content themselves 
with maintaining their own meetings private ly, and 
promoting ouly in secret, and as it were by stealth, 
what they considered to be Important religious truth 
and duty.

In this hope, E will not venture to give an im- 


pertect abstract of it, One thought, however. struck 


me as peculiarly impressive, which Ldo not remem-' 


ber to have seen elsewhere distinetly developed, viz. 


the necessity of the Missionary spiritto the vitality of 


the church. So long as the Missionary spirit ob- 
tained in the primitive church, it extended its tri- 
umpls, and preserved its internal purity. When 
that spirit declined, the church was dismembered: a 
few limbs cast out into the east, were mangled and 
trodden under foot by infidels: and the papal palsy 
seized the trunk. When atthe Reformation, some 


limbs recovered their action, for want of the spirit 


of foreign missions, the German church sunk in the 
deadly arms of neology; and in our own ¢ 
nothing but the revival of the spirit
